DISASTROUS 
RAILROAD 
WRECK. 


Graphic Story of the Kendrick Canyon 
Tragedy on the Northern 
Pacific. 


A telegram from Lewiston, Idaho, 
to the daily press under date of Dee. 
27, thus describes the awful wreck 
that occurred 
last week 
on the 
mountain division: 
There have boon count less railroad 
wrecks in the Rocky Mountains, but 
none like the tragedy of the Ken 
drick canyon. 
A week has passed 
and the wreck is not yet cleared, 
but the body of the fifth and last 
dead trainman has been taken from 
beneath a mass of railroad iron that 
was piled so high that it turned the 
channel 
of 
Potlatch 
creek. 
The 
Northern Pacific has never had such 
a wreck in the history of the system. 
Although extreme caution governs 
the operating 
departm ent of the 
road, the 
elements conspired 
to 
make this wreck an awful catastro­ 
phe. 
The first brief telegrams sim­ 
ply gave notice of the accident. 
It 
has taken a week for the details of 
the disaster to be revealed. 
It was 
known that a train of eighteen flat 
cards loaded with 
steel rails and 
drawn by two locomotives had been 
dashed to destruction and five men 
killed. 
Day by day the fragments 
of the tragedy had come to light 
How did it happen?” 
has been 
asked by railroad men everywhere. 
Before a coroner’s jury the evi 
dence of the disaster has been gath 
ered. 
The loaded train left Spokane 
for a run of 130 miles, with steel 
rails to be used on the construction 
of the clearwater short line. 
Not 
quite 100 miles had been covered 
when darkness came on, accompa­ 
nied by a fine snow that was driven 
before a terrific wind. 
Before the 
train lay the most precipitous de­ 
clivity on the entire Northern Pa­ 
cific system. 
It was in reality a de­ 
scent from the mountain tops to the 
water level of the Potlach. 
It led 
down a walled canyon, with a fall of 
two feet in every JOG feet of track, 
which is known in railroading as a 
two per cent grade. 
The train was 
drawn by two superb mountain- 
climbing locomotives, the highest 
type of the locomotive builder’s art. 
When the top of the grade was reach­ 
ed a full stop was made, and the air 
brakes thoroughly tested. 
Had the 
trainmen beleived the load too heavy 
to make decent in safety, they had 
full authority 
to divide it. 
They 
failed to comprehend the danger, and 
their lives paid the penalty. 
It was about? o ’clock in the night 
when the train began to move clown 
the grade. 
For a distance of tw’elve 
miles the descent was along the can­ 
yon hot tom, when the track made an 
abrupt curve as it approched 
Pot­ 
latch creek. 
The train had not gone 
more than half a mile when the con­ 
ductor noticed by a swaying of the 
caboose that he was running a t a 
high rate of speed. 
He dimed into 
the cupola with some difficulty. 
It 
was then that he became conscious 
that the heavy train was running 
away. 
The brakes 
were set t ight 
and on both sides of the train there 
was a glare of light. 
Showers of 
sparks shot out from the wheels, il­ 
luminating the walls of the canyon. 
The 
conductor 
had 
one 
brake 
man with him, and it took but an in­ 
stant for the two men to decide to cut 
off the caboose and save themselves. 
It was only by the greatest exer­ 
tion that they were enabled to make 
their way to the forward platform 
of the car and pull the coupling pin. 
By setting the brakes on the detach­ 
ed caboose it soon slowed down, and 
the flying train vanished in the 
darkness between two lines of sput­ 
tering tire. 
The tremendous crash 
ing of the loose steel rails against 
each other created a deafening roar 
as the train swept out of sight. The 
conductor intuitively pictured the 
awful scene that 
must soon take 
place. 
He had not long to wait. 
The noise of the train grew fainter 
in the distance when there was a 
final crash that rang through the 
canyon and froze his blood with its 
horrible roar. 
Seldom has such a scene ever been 
witnessed as the one presented by 
the wreck when the morning came. 
The two locomotive boilers lay some 
distance from the track, stripped to 
their jackets. 
One of the tenders 
had been hurled fully 100 feet across 
the Potlach. 
Railroad iron lay piled 
in fantastic shapes, or driven length 
wise into the side of the mountain. 
So great was the shock that steel 
rails shot out 209 feet in the air and 
fell in heaps in the bed of the 
stream. 
Five men were killed and 
$100,900 worth of property destroy­ 
ed. 
The condition of the" track on 
account of the storm made it impos­ 
sible to hold the train on the gradu. 
No blame is attached to the railroad 
company, but the train men were in 
error for not dividing the train at 
the top of the grade when they knew 
there was a slippery track ahead.

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A telegram from Lewiston, Idaho, 
to tho daily press under date of Dec. 
27, thus describes the awful wreck 
that occurred 
last week on the 
mountain division: 
There have been countless railroad 
wrecks in the Rocky Mountains, but 
none like tho tragedy of the Ken 
drick canyon. 
A week has passed 
and the wreck is not yet cleared, 
but the body of the fifth and last 
dead trainman has been taken from 
beneath a mass of railroad iron that 
was piled so high that it turned the 
channel of Potlatch creek. The 
Northern Pacific has never had such 
a wreck in the history of the system. 
Although extreme caution governs 
the operating department of the 
road, tho 
elements conspired to 
make this wreck an awful catastro 
pile. 
The first brief telegrams aim 
ply gave notice of tho accident. 
It 
has taken a week for tho details of 
tho disaster to bo revealed. 
It wus 
kuown that a train of eighteen flat 
cards loaded with steel rails and 
drawn by two locomotives had been 
dashed to destruction and five men 
killed. 
Day by day the fragments 
of the tragedy had come to light. 
How did it happen?” has been 
asked by railroad men everywhere. 
Before a coroner’s jury the evi­ 
dence of the disaster has been gath­ 
ered. The loaded train left Spokane 
for a run of 130 miles, with steel 
rails to be used on the construction 
of the clearwater short line. 
Not 
quite IOO miles bad been covered 
when darkness came on, accompa­ 
nied by a fine snow that was driven 
before a terrific wind. 
Before the 
train lay the most precipitous de 
clivity on the entire Northern Pa 
cific system. 
It was in reality a de­ 
scent from the mountain tops to the 
water level of the Potlach. 
It led 
down a wailed canyon, with a fall of 
two feet in every IOO feet of track, 
which is known in railroading as a 
two per cent grade. The train wus 
drawn by two superb mountain- 
climbing locomotives, the highest 
type of the locomotive builder’s art. 
When the top of the grade was reach­ 
ed a full stop was made, and the air 
brakes thoroughly tested. Had the 
trainmen beleived the load too heavy 
to make decent in safety, they had 
full authority to divide it. They 
failed to comprehend the danger, and 
their lives paid the penalty. 
It was about 7 o’clock in the night 
when the train began to move down 
the grade. For a distance of twelve 
miles the descent was along the can­ 
yon bot tom, when the track made an 
abrupt curve as it approched Pot­ 
latch creek. The train had not gone 
more than half a mile when the con­ 
ductor noticed by a swaying of the 
caboose that he was running at a 
high rate of speed. He dinted into 
the cupola with some difficulty. 
It 
was then that he became conscious 
that the heavy train was running 
away. The brakes were set tight 
and on both sides of the train there 
was a glare of light. Showers of 
sparks shot out from the wheels, il­ 
luminating the walls of the canyon. 
The 
conductor had one brake­ 
man with him, and it took but an in­ 
stant for the two men to decide to cut 
off the caboose and save themselves. 
It was only by the greatest exer­ 
tion that they were enabled to make 
their way to the forward platform 
of the car and pull the coupling pin. 
By setting the brakes on the detach 
ed caboose it soon slowed down, and 
the flying train vanished in the 
darkness between two fines of sput 
tering fire. The tremendous crush­ 
ing of the loose steel rails against 
each other created a deafening roar 
as the train swept out of sight. The 
conductor intuitively pictured the 
awful scone that must soon tuke 
place. He had not long to wait. 
The noise of the train grew fainter 
in the distance when there wus a 
final crash that rang through the 
canyon and froze his blood with its 
horrible roar. 
Seldom has such a scene ever been 
witnessed as the one presented by 
the wreck when the morning came. 
The two locomotive boilers lay some 
distance from the track, stripped to 
their jackets. One of the tenders

Dr. Manson, who has writ­ 
ten a book upon this subjoct, and Dr. 
Rho, director of the medical depart­ 
m ent of the Italian navy, are thorough 
believers in the possibility of tropical 
acclimatization. The death rate of E u­ 
ropean troops in the tropics, which 
used to be from IOO to 120 per 1,000, 
Is now as low as 12 per 1,000 in India. 
In Trinidad and Barbados the sickness 
and mortality among European 
sol­ 
diers are actually less than a t home. 
The Boers are physically the 
finest 
m en In South Africa. 
The Portuguese 
under favorable social conditions have 
been totally absorbed in India, but in 
Guiana and Brazil they have thrived 
rem arkably well. 
Spaniards and Ital 
tans have become completely acclima­ 
tized in the tropical 
parts 
of both 
N orth and South America. 
The death 
rate of Spaniards in Cuba is less than 
in Spain. 
It is to the microbe of the 
tropics rather than to the heat that 
attention should be directed, accord­ 
ing to the New York Medical 
News. 
T h e different experiences of the men 
in ships and the men on land at San­ 
tiago, it thinks, proved this beyond 
question. 
They endured the heat but 
not the malaria.

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T he Oak P runer. 
On this page we Illustrate an insert 
k now n as the Oak Pruner. 
In the cut 
“a ” is the larva, “ b” the beetle, ” c“ 
pupa, “d ” end of twig cut off from tree 
by larva, “e ” reverse end containing 
insect, “ f” same from side split to show 
pupa within, “g ” leg of larva; these 
are all enlarged. 
The scientific n a m e 
is 
Eliphldion 
villosum. 
T he Oak P r u n e r is its popu­ 
lar name, from the fact th a t it cuts off 
limbs of the 
oak 
tree 
principally, 
though it also cuts off limbs of a few 
o th e r trees. 
It is regarded as a re ­ 
m arkable insect and is believed to show 
r e m a rk a b le intelligence. 
The egg is 
laid by the beetle in the twig of a tree 
and when it h atches the young grub 
sta rts in to tunnel down 
the 
tv/ig 
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through the axis. 
He takes a b ran ch 
t h a t is about the size of a m a n ’s finger, 
and works down it, feeding on the 
wood till he is well-grown. 
T hen he 
a p p a re n tly reasons t h a t he is about to 
c hange into a pupa and then into a 
beetle, in which state he will not have 
boring a p p a r a tu s t h a t would m ake it 
possible for him to escape from the 
wood. 
He therefore begins to cut off 
the limb in which he is living, but cuts 
it ju s t far enough so it is held by the 
b ark 
till the first heavy wind. 
This 
b ark 
not only holds the limb on the 
tree for a time, but keeps woodpeckers 
an d o th e r birds from finding him. 
Af­ 
ter m a k in g the c utting to the necessary 
extent the worm back3 into the tunnel 
he has made 
and stops up the door 
with 
some of the wood dust he had 
m ade In the operation. 
T hen he gets 
ready for the tr a n sfo rm a tio n t h a t is to 
come, and goes to sleep. 
W h e n he 
wakes up he is a beetle. 
The wind has 
blown off the limb, and 
the 
beetle 
merely scrapes aw ay the 
wood 
dust 
t h a t blocks his cavern and the way is 
open. 


Uniting C’a lv e n b y Hand. 
I used to th ink, says a writer in C o m ­ 
m ercial Gazette, th a t th e only right 
w ay was to let the calf draw a part 
of the milk from the cow. 
Rut we now 
prefer to feed th e m entirely by hand 
even when try in g to raise an extra 
good calf. 
The only ad v a n ta g e s in let­ 
ting the calf suck are t h a t it gets the 
c ream contained in the milk, it takes 
It in a natu ra l m a nn e r, and a t ju st the 
right tem p eratu re. Fed in this way they 
a re not so apt to get scours as when 
fed by hand. 
B u t we can n o t afford to 
feed b u tte r fat which m ay be su b sti­ 
tuted, a t first w ith oil meal jelly, and 
later on with mill feed, corn meal, etc. 
If careful to give the milk at blood 
heat, and keep the 
stall clean 
and 
sweet, there will be little trouble from 
scours. 
Our method is a b ou t like this: 
F o r the first three or four d ay s the 
calf is allowed to run with the cow. 
N o th in g is equal to the first m ilk to 
s t a r t the sto m ach and bowels to w o rk ­ 
ing right, and the dairy w riters tell 
us th a t this fosters 
the 
feeling 
of 
m otherh o o d in the cow and tends to 
increase the flow of milk. 
It is then 
given its first lesson in feeding by plac­ 
ing the b a n d in the m ilk with the fin­ 
gers tu rn e d u p w a rd in its mouth. 
In 
a few days it learns to eat w ithout the 
fingers, and then it is a light job to 
feed an d care for it. 
At first it is fed 
new whole m ilk b u t by the time all 
fever is gone from th e cow ’s udder, it 
m a y be fed on sk im m e d milk. 
To this 
should be added some oil meal jelly, 
m ade by dissolving a bout two tab le­ 
spoonfuls of oil meal in hot water. T h is 
m ay be gradually increased to half a 
pound of oil meal at a feed, but this is 
e n o u g h up to two m o n th s old. 
The 
calf should h ave access to grass or 
some fine, sw eet hay, th a t it m a y early 
develop the first sto m ach and begin 
ch e w in g its cud. 
At two m o n th s old 
it will eat quite freely of various foods, 
and should have all the mill feed, corn 
meal or ground oats it will lick up 
clean twice a day. 
By this tim e the oil meal m ay be 
left out, though it would be b etter to 
still feed a little of it. 
The greatest 
trouble with calves raised by h an d is 
scours. 
This m ay come from various 
causes, but is generally bro u g h t on by 
so u r milk, foul stalls or by feeding too 
m uch a t one tim e an d not enough at 
a nother. 
W h e n first signs are noticed 
give an egg or two, beaten fine, in its 
milk. 
T h is will usually check it but 
if n o t a handful of w h e a t flour fed in 
the sam e way will be found good. 
The 
scours will easily he detected by the 
smell in the stall. 
It is alm ost useless 
to try to cure the calf and 
keep 
it 
h e alth y unless th e stall is kept p e r­ 
fectly clean and dry. 


K e e p i n g t h e C a lf n e a l t h y . 
T he best writers we have ever read 
advise mixing th e g round feed with 
the milk. 
It is n o t the intention to set 
up m y own opine n in op:

were brought* 
m in this way, says a writer In an ex- 
hange, 
T h e re is no m istake about 
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in this respect th an others, but I have 
come to regard the practice with sus­ 
picion. 
We now feed all ground feed 
dry, in a ra th e r large trough, so it is 
compelled to eat it slowly. 
T h u s the 
saliva in abundance is mixed with the 
feed, and this first step in digestion is 
helped. 
T he calf should never he fed 
sour milk, 
especially 
w hen 
young. 
Clabber, dishwater and b u tterm ilk are 
good for the pigs but they are linger­ 
ing death to the calf. 
It is a m istake 
to allow the calf to run with the cow. 
After it is a few weeks old it will a l­ 
most worry the life out of the cow. For 
all ordinary purposes it never pays for 
this kind of raising. 
After weaning it 
is too dainty. 
There is n o thing good 
enough for 
it to 
eat. 
It pines and 
frets, loses in condition and at a year 
old is not much better th a n if properly 
raised by feeding on skim m ed 
milk, 
3 he calf th a t is well raised by hand 
is alw ays ready to cat a n y th in g th a t 
is good. 
T h ere is no check 
in 
its 
growth from weaning. 
It is healthy, 
sleek and saucy, and every time you 
feed it you have the proof before your 
eyes t h a t good calves can be raised by 
hand. 
In growing the calf, or 
any 
other young animal, for t h a t m atter, 
let us rem em ber t h a t every pound of 
growth represents so m uch food. T here 
is no gam e of chance in any line 
of 
stock feeding by which we m ay som e­ 
times get som ething for nothing. 
In 
this all is even handed 
justice—so 
m uch grow th for so m uch feed and care 
•—but never so much gro w th for n o th ­ 
ing. 


Ilormuda Crass. 
W e 
herew ith 
illustrate 
B e rm u d a 
grass, which is well-known by n a m e to 
m ost of our readers. 
F a r m e r s ’ Bulle­ 
tin 102, of th e D e p a rtm e n t of Agri- 
culture, says of it: 
B e rm ud a grass is 
to the South w h a t K e ntu c k y blue grass 
i3 to the North, and is the best h a y and 
pasture gra^s for all soils t h a t are not 
too wet. 
It is the most com m on grass 
in all of the Gulf states, an d the vigor 
of its grow th is very good indication 
of the quality of the soil on which it 
is found. 
Its leaves and stem s are so 
fine and its creeping stem s lie so close 
to the ground th a t it m akes an excel­ 
lent lawn grass. 
B e rm u d a grass 
is 
never injured 
by protracted drouth, 
and is u n h u r t by the m ost frequent 
grazings and cuttings. 
Its root stocks 
are so stro n g and wiry t h a t it is the 
best of soil binders, and is used ex­ 
tensively for protecting levees and e m ­ 
b an km ents. 
It is one of 
the 
best 
grasses for grazing, and may well bo 
used in the Gulf states as the fo u n d a­ 
tion for all p e rm a n e n t pastures. 
As a 
hay grass it is unexcelled. 
In favor­ 
able seasons it will give two cuttings, 
and on good soils its yield is from two 
to four to ns of hay per acre. 
B erm uda grass is usually pro pagated 
by tr a n sp la n tin g the roots. 
This may 
be done at alm ost any time except 
d u rin g the coldest w in ter months, an d 
the w ork is not more expensive th a n 
the seeding of the g round in the o r­ 
d ina ry m anner. Shave off sods an inch 
or two in thickness, cut th e m in pieces 
a bout an inch square and drop on the 
ground about two feet a p a r t each way, 
stepping on each one an d crowding it 
into the soft g round as fast as dropped. 
Being expensive an d unreliable, seed 
is seldom used. 
W h e n 
once 
established, 
B erm uda 
grass is difficult to eradicate, and this 
is occasionally an objection to its g e n ­ 
eral cultivation. 
T he best m ethod ot 
destroying it is to plow the ground 
im m ediately after th e ha y is cut, leav­ 
ing it as rough as

For 
all ordinary purposes it never pays for 
this kind of raising. 
After weaning it 
is too dainty. 
There is nothing good 
enough for 
it to 
eat. 
It pines and 
frets, loses in condition and a t a year 
old is not much better than if properly 
raised by feeding on skimmed 
milk. 
The calf th a t is well raised by hand 
is always ready to eat anything th a t 
I® good. 
There is no check 
In 
its 
growth from weaning. 
It Is healthy, 
sleek and saucy, and every time you 
feed It you have the proof before your 
eyes th a t good calves can be raised by 
hand. 
In growing the calf, or 
any 
other young animal, for th a t m atter, 
let us rem em ber th at every pound of 
growth represents so much food. There 
is no game of chance In any line 
of 
stock feeding by which we may some­ 
times get something for nothing. 
In 
this all Is even handed 
justice—so 
much growth for so much feed and care 
-but never so much grow th for noth­ 
ing. 


through the axis.

and works down it, feeding on the 
wood till he Is well-grown. 
Then he

R atting Calves by Hand. 
I used to think, says a w riter in Com­ 
mercial Gazette, th a t the only right 
way was to let the calf draw a part 
of the milk from the cow. B ut we now 
prefer to feed them entirely by hand 
even when trying to raise an extra 
good calf. The only advantages in let­ 
ting the cajf suck are th a t it gets the 
cream contained in the milk, it takes 
It in a natural m anner, and a t Just the 
right tem perature. Fed in this way they 
are not so apt to get scours as when 
fed by hand. 
But we cannot afford to 
feed butter fat which m ay be substi­ 
tuted, at first w ith oil meal Jelly, and 
later on with mill feed, corn meal, etc. 
If careful to give the milk at blood 
heat, and keep the 
stall clean 
and 
sweet, there will be little trouble from 
scours. Our method is about like this 
For the first three or four days the 
calf is allowed to run w ith the cow. 
N othing is equal to the first m ilk to 
sta rt the stom ach and bowels to work­ 
ing right, and the dairy w riters tell 
us th at this fosters 
the 
feeling 
of 
motherhood in the cow and tends to 
increase the flow of milk. 
It is then 
given its first lesson in feeding by plac 
ing the hand in the milk with tho lin­ 
gers turned upw ard in its mouth. 
In 
a few days it learns to eat w ithout the 
fingers, and then it is a light Job to 
feed and care for it. 
A t first it is fed 
new whole m ilk but by the time all 
fever is gone from the cow’s udder, it 
may be fed on skim med milk. To this 
should be added some oil meal jelly, 
made by dissolving about two table­ 
spoonfuls of oil meal in hot water. This 
may be gradually Increased to half a 
pound of oil meal at a feed, but this is 
enough up to two m onths old. 
The 
calf should have access to grass or 
some fine, sweet hay, th at it may early 
develop the first stom ach and begin 
chewing its cud. 
At two m onths old 
it will eat quite freely of various foods, 
and should have all the mill feed, corn 
meal or ground oats it will lick up 
clean twice a day. 
By this time the oil meal may be 
left out, though it would be better to 
still feed a little of it. 
The greatest 
trouble w ith calves raised by hand is 
scours. 
This may come from various 
causes, but is generally brought on by 
sour milk, foul stalls or by feeding too 
much a t one time and not enough at 
another. 
W hen first signs are noticed 
give an egg or two, beaten fine, in its 
milk. 
This will usually check it but 
if not a handful of wheat flour fed In 
the same way will be found good. The 
scours will easily be detected by the 
smell in the stall. 
It is alm ost useless 
to try to cure the calf and 
keep 
it 
healthy unless the stall is kept per­ 
fectly clean and dry.

F arm ers’ Bulle­ 
tin 102, of the D epartm ent of Agri­ 
culture, says of it: 
Bermuda grass Is 
to the South w hat Kentucky blue grass 
i3 to the North, and is the best hay and 
pasture gra^s for all soils th a t are not 
too wet. 
It is the most common grass 
in all of the Gulf states, and the vigor 
of Its grow th is very good indication 
of the quality of the soil on which it 
is found. 
Its leaves and stem s are so 
fine and its creeping stem s lie so close 
to the ground th at it makes an excel­ 
lent lawn grass. 
Berm uda grass 
is 
never injured by protracted drouth, 
and is u n h u rt by the m ost frequent 
grazings and cuttings. Its root stocks 
are so strong and wiry th a t it is the 
best of soil binders, and is used ex­ 
tensively for protecting levees and em ­ 
bankm ents. 
It Is one of 
the 
best 
grasses for grazing, and may well be 
used in the Gulf states as the founda­ 
tion for all perm anent pastures. As a 
hay grass it is unexcelled. 
In favor­ 
able seasons it will give two cuttings, 
and on good soils its yield is from two 
to four tons of hay per acre. 
B erm uda grass is usually propagated 
by transplanting the roots. 
This may 
be done a t alm ost any time except 
during the coldest w inter months, and 
the w ork is not more expensive th an 
the seeding of the ground in the or­ 
dinary m anner. Shave off sods an inch 
or two in thickness, cut them in pieces 
about an inch square and drop on the 
ground about two feet ap art each way, 
stepping on each one and crowding it 
into the soft ground as fast as dropped. 
Being expensive and unreliable, seed 
is seldom used. 
W hen 
once 
established, 
Berm uda 
grass is difficult to eradicate, and this 
Is occasionally an objection to its gen­ 
eral cultivation. 
The best method of 
destroying it is to plow the ground 
im mediately after the hay is cut, leav­ 
ing it as rough as 
possible. 
Plow 
again in November and sow to oats, 
and when th a t crop is harvested plow 
again and sow quickly of cow peas, 
which will sm other the few plants 
th at m ay have survived the oats, and 
will leave the land in fine condition for 
any future crop. 
Ton for ton, Ber­ 
m uda grass has a feeding value fully 


equal to th a t of the best timothy, and 
m any horsemen prefer it to any other 
hay. 


Frozen Egg in 
Commerce.—Frozen 
egg3 in great masses are not bad to 
look upon. 
They are not allowed to 
thaw until the time comes for 
use. 
They are shipped in refrigerated cars, 
and such consignments as go to Alaska 
for the gold regions are put into cold 
storage on board the steamships. 
The 
Klondike demand does not begin 
to 
take all of the frozen eggs. 
Missouri 
alone furnishes millions 
of 
cracked 
eggs in the course of a year. Nine eggs 
will average a pound. 
The frozen egg 
product is sold by weight. 
W ith the 
large bakers and crackerm akers in the 
cities the frozen eggs are In demand. 
Some restaurants also buy rho b'g tin 
b u c k e t s of the lr 
ell art c e 
Ce: tain 
classes of restaurants serve scrambled 
eggs and omelets in winter m ade from 
the frozen eggs, and patrons are Bono 
the wlser.—Ex.

Perhaps the ablest ami most com­ 
plete answer yet given to the Have- 
meyer free trade contention that “the 
custom s tariff is the mother of trusts” 
is that which is to be found in the 
paper 
contributed 
by Dr.* 
Samuel 
Adam s Robinson to the proceedings of 
tin* Chicago trust conference of Sep­ 
tember. 1899. 
In tin* current Issue of 
the American Econom ist this interest­ 
ing contribution is reproduced in full. 
It will be noticed that the paper sub­ 
mitted in behalf of the American policy 
of protection to American labor and 
industry is In no sense an apology for 
or a defense of that policy. 
Dr. R obin­ 
son wohld as soon think of apologiz­ 
ing for the A postles’ Creed or the Ser­ 
mon 011 the Mount. 
He takes the of­ 
fensive, not the defensive 
how effec­ 
tively a reading of his very forcible 
paper will show. 
The tone assumed by Dr. Robinson 
is indicated in the title of his contribu­ 
tion, “Free Trade as a Trust Antidote.” 
Relieving as he does that free trade 
is to a country such as ours a calam ity 
and a curse, the writer loses no time 
in defining his attitude of vigorous at­ 
tack upon that doctrine which scans 
so well as a theory and 
proves 
so 
atrociously 
destructive 
in 
practice. 
W ith a well-aim ed shaft of irony he 
begins by puncturing the pretension 
that free traders are enem ies of trusts, 
and he show s beyond question that it 
is not the trusts, hut the protective 
tariff, that they wish to destroy. 
He 
says: 
“Assum ing, however, for the purpose 
of this discussion, that the enem ies of 
protection 
are 
also 
the enem ies of 
trusts in equal sincerity, it ought to 
be plain to every unbiased mind that 
the remedy for trust oppression is not 
to be found in the death of domestic 
competition. 
At least we should not 
make a headlong rush for that remedy 
until we are sure that it is the right 
one. 
Rather let us be wise and pa­ 
tient and inform ourselves as to the 
precise character of the disease before 
attem pting to diagnose and prescribe. 
W hen we shall have done this it is 
not im possible that the trust antidote 
will be forthcoming in the shape of ef­ 
fective law s horn, not of guesswork 
and 
dogm atism , 
but 
of 
knowledge 
gained from test and experience. 
“If experience has taught anything, 
it has taught that in a country such as 
ours, w ith its lim itless latent resources 
aw aiting 
development, 
you 
cannot 
pluck the fruit of prosperity from the 
tree of free trade. 
It does not grow 
there. Do men gather grapes of thorns, 
or figs of thistles? 
On general princi­ 
ples the remedy for monopoly is not 
the lim itation of internal competition. 
Gasoline is not a good medium for fire 
extinguishm ent. 
Free trade is not the 
remedy w e are in search of, unless the 
people of the United States are pre­ 
pared to enter upon an experiment cer­ 
tain to overthrow our industries, but 
not certain to ‘sm ash the trusts.’ 
So I 
say, for the present: 
“ 'Rather bear those ilis we have 
Than fly to others we know not of.’ ” 
The certain effect of the destruction 
of new com petition through the 
re­ 
moval of protection, the only guaranty 
of unrestricted domestic competition, is 
convincingly pointed out by Dr. Rob­ 
inson. 
He em phasizes the fact that 
competition is the only menace which 
the trust has to fear, and that to de­ 
stroy that competition would he 
to 
play into the hands of the trusts. 
It 
would inevitably lead, first, to a sw eep­ 
ing reduction of American wages and 
of the American standard of living, 
and, second, to the formation of the 
international trust—a trust composed 
of wage 
payers 
against 
whom 
the 
wage earners of America would be 
powerless in the absence of the advan­ 
tage which they now possess by reason 
of the protective tariff. 
The facts as to tin plate—that, in 
practical operation, the ostensible duty 
of 1% cents a pound is 
reduced 
to 
about V2 a cent per pound, and that 
while American makers were advanc­ 
ing the price 77 cents a box the W elsh 
makers put up their price $1.45 a box 
-—these and other relevant facts are 
cited by Dr. Robinson to show that the 
American tin plate trust has not yet 
been convicted of the crime of arbi­ 
trarily advancing prices to a point not 
justified by the large increases that 
have taken place in the cost of m ate­ 
rials, wages, etc., and that in free- 
trade Great Britain the advance has 
been double that put in force in pro­ 
tected America. 
He also show s that, 
whereas American tin 
plate workers 
have been granted an advance of 25 
per cent over the wages they received 
under the W ilson law, the tin plate 
workers of W ales have been compelled 
to subm it to a 10 per cent reduction 
of their wages. 
The concluding portion of Dr. Robin­ 
son’s article bristles with points well 
put. 
On the question of tariff and 
w ages he says: 
“The question of the effect of a pro­ 
tective tariff upon wages has been in­ 
jected into this discussion som ewhat 
gratuitously upon the part of the ene­ 
mies of protection; som ew hat unwise­ 
ly, too, it must appear, for no one, I 
believe, claim s that a reduction 
in 
w ages has yet been put in force by the 
trusts. 
The fact is that in the general 
advance of wages, estim ated at 15 per 
cent for the entire country, which has 
taken place in connection with the 
phenom enal prosperity following the 
restoration of the policy of protection 
to American wages and industry, trust 
wage payers have thus far shown no 
disposition to shirk their share. 
So we 
m ust conclude that the free trade claim

American free trader stands solitary 
and alone, a gloom y Napoleon on an 
economic St. Helena. 
His foreign fol­ 
lows long ago abandoned the conten­ 
tion. 
There is at present scarcely a 
shade of difference am ong European 
manufacturers as to the true cause of 
their inability to compete with America 
in the world’s markets. 
W ith common 
accord they say it is the result of the 
high w ages paid American working­ 
men, and that the establishm ent and 
m aintenance of the American standard 
of wages has been made possible only 
by the operation of the protective prin­ 
ciple. 
The American wage earner has 
lately had an object lesson along the 
line of tariff and wages. 
The lesson 
lasted four years, and he is not likely 
to forget it.” 
The ease against free trade as an a n ­ 
tidote for trusts is pungently summed 
up as follows: 
“The free-trade advocate of the re­ 
moval of protection as a trust antidote 
finds him self upon the horns of a d i­ 
lemma. 
Either we need protection to 
hold the home market against outside 
competition, or we do not need protec­ 
tion, and can get. along equally well 
without 
it—better, 
our 
free 
trade 
friends tell us. 
If we do not need pro­ 
tection, its removal would be valueless 
as a trust antidote. If we do need pro­ 
tection in order to maintain our hold 
upon a market with a consum ing ca­

der the present tariff law we purchased 
but $13,831,967. 
Is it strange that the 
foregin manufacturers should grumble 
at the loss of this trade? 
We have used all the woolen goods 
we needed, we have found no fault 
with the quality, and the prices have 
not been unreasonable. 
The difference 
is that we have used American goods, 
made in American factories by A m eri­ 
can working men and women, and have 
kept our money in the American family 
instead of paying to foreigners.—San­ 
dusky (Ohio) Register.

Perhaps the ablest and most com­ 
plete answer yet given to the Have- 
meyer free trade contention that “the 
customs tariff is the mother of trusts” 
is that which is to be found in the 
paper 
contributed 
by Dr.* Samuel 
Adams Robinson to the proceedings of 
the Chicago trust conference of Sep­ 
tember, 1899. 
In the current issue of 
the American Economist this interest­ 
ing contribution is reproduced in full. 
It will be noticed that the paper sub­ 
mitted in behalf of the American policy 
of protection to American labor and 
industry is in no sense an apology for 
or a defense of that policy. Dr. Robin­ 
son would as soon think of apologiz­ 
ing for the Apostles’ Creed or the Ser­ 
mon on the Mount. 
He takes the of­ 
fensive, not the defensive—how effec 
tively a reading of his very forcible 
paper will show.

With a well-aimed shaft of irony he 
begins by puncturing the pretension 
that free traders are enemies of trusts 
and he shows beyond question that it 
is not the trusts, but the protective 
tariff, that they wish to destroy. 
He 
says: 
“Assuming, however, for the purpose 
of this discussion, that the enemies of 
protection are also the enemies of 
trusts In equal sincerity, it ought to 
be plain to every unbiased mind that 
the remedy for trust oppression Is not 
to be found in the death of domestic 
competition. 
At least we should not 
make a headlong rush for that remedy 
until we are sure that It Is the right 
one. 
Rather let us be wise and pa 
tlent and inform ourselves as to the 
precise character of the disease before 
attempting to diagnose and prescribe 
When we shall have done this It 
not impossible that the trust antidote 
will be forthcoming in the shape of et 
fective laws born, not of guesswork 
and dogmatism, but of knowledge 
gained from test and experience. 
“If experience has taught anything 
it has taught that in a country such as 
ours, with its limitless latent resources 
awaiting 
development, 
you 
cannot 
pluck the fruit of prosperity from the 
tree of free trade. 
It does not grow 
there. Do men gather grapes of thorns 
or figs of thistles? On general princi­ 
ples the remedy for monopoly is not 
the limitation of internal competition. 
Gasoline is not a good medium for fire 
extinguishment. Free trade is not tho 


1 remedy we are in search of, unless the 
people of the United States are pre­ 
pared to enter upon an experiment cer- 
j tain to overthrow our industries, but 
I not certain to ‘smash the trusts.’ So I 
say, for the present: 
“ ‘Rather bear those ills we have 
Than fly to others we know not of.' ’’ 
The certain effect of the destruction 
of new competition through the re­ 
moval of protection, the only guaranty 
of unrestricted domestic competition, is 
convincingly pointed out by Dr. Rob­ 
inson. 
He emphasizes the fact that 
competition is the only menace which 
the trust has to fear, and that to de­ 
stroy that competition would be to 
play into the hands of the trusts. 
It 
would inevitably lead, first, to a sweep­ 
ing reduction of American wages and 
of the American standard of living, 
and, second, to the formation of the 
international trust—a trust composed 
of wage payers against whom the 
wage earners of America would be 
powerless in the absence of the advan­ 
tage which they now possess by reason 
of the protective tariff. 
The facts as to tin plate—that, In 
practical operation, the ostensible duty 
of 1% cents a pound is reduced to 
about Vt a cent per pound, and that 
while American makers were advanc­ 
ing the price 77 cents a box the Welsh 
makers put up their price $1.45 a box 
—these and other relevant facts are 
cited by Dr. Robinson to show that the 
American tin plate trust bas not yet 
been convicted of the crime of arbi­ 
trarily advancing prices to a point not 
justified by the large increases that 
have taken place in the cost of mate­ 
rials, wages, etc., and that In free- 
trade Great Britain the advance has 
been double that put in force in pro­ 
tected America. 
He also shows that, 
whereas American tin plate workers 
have been granted an advance of 25 
per cent over the wages they received 
under the Wilson law, the tin plate 
workers of Wales have been compelled 
to submit to a IO per cent reduction 
of their wages. 
The concluding portion of Dr. Robin­ 
son’s article bristles with points well 
put. 
On the question of tariff and 
wages be says: 
“The question of the effect of a pro­ 
tective tariff upon wages has been in­ 
jected into this discussion somewhat 
gratuitously upon the part of the ene­ 
mies of protection; somewhat unwise­ 
ly, too, It must appear, for no one, I 
I believe, claims that a reduction In 
wages has yet been put In force by the 
I trusts. The fact Is that in the general 
advance of wages, estimated at 15 per 
J cent for the entire country, which has 
; taken place in connection with the 
phenomenal prosperity following the 
restoration of the policy of protection 
to American wages and industry, trust 
wage payers have thus far shown no 
disposition to shirk their share. So we 
must conclude that the free trade claim 


Dr. Protection In my judgment, there is no present need of sin h drugH and 
nostrums in this case. The pathological moment has not yet arrived. When 
it arrives I shall be ready to prescribe. Quoting from the remarks of Dr. 
Samuel Adams Robinson at the Chicago trust conference, I would say: 
"The

that wages are not affected by tariffs 
is a proposition on general principles 
intended to discredit protection and not 
aimed at the trusts. 
Here again tho 
American free trader stands solitary 
and alone, a gloomy Napoleon on an 
economic St. Helena. His foreign fel­ 
lows long ago abandoned the conten­ 
tion. 
There is at present scarcely a 
shade of difference among European 
manufacturers as to the true cause of 
their inability to compete with America 
in the world’s markets. With common 
accord they say it Is the result of the 
high wages paid American working­ 
men, and that the establishment and 
maintenance of the American standard 
of wages has been made possible only 
by the operation of the protective* prin­ 
ciple. The American wage earner has 
lately had an object lesson along the 
line of tariff and wages. 
The lesson 
lasted four years, and he* is not likely 
to forget it.” 
The case against free trade as an an­ 
tidote for trusts is pungently summed 
up as follows: 
“The free-trade advocate of the re­ 
moval of protection as a trust antidote 
finds himself upon the horns of a di­ 
lemma. 
Either we need protection to 
hold the home market against outside 
competition, or we do not need protec­ 
tion, and can get along equally well 
without 
it—better, our 
free 
trade 
friends tell us. lf we do not need pro­ 
tection, its removal would be valueless 
as a trust antidote. If we do need pro­ 
tection in order to maintain our hold 
upon a market with a consuming ca­ 
pacity estimated at nine billions year ­ 
ly, then the removal of protection 
would work such havoc with our coun­ 
try ’s prosperity as the gloomiest of 
pessimists would find it well nigh im­ 
possible to adequately foreshadow. 
I 
am not a pessimist. I am a protection­ 
ist, a very different thing now and al­ 
ways. Protectionists in the past have 
known how to confront a danger with 
a defense. 
They will know how to 
meet the trust question at the proper 
time and in the proper way. They have 
never failed in an emergency; they 
will not fail now. 
A remedy will be 
forthcoming whenever the pathological 
moment arrives. We all remember the 
practitioner who could cure but one 
disease, and who always threw the pa­ 
tient into a fit and then prescribed for 
the fit. History does not, however, re­ 
cord that he was invariably successful 
in curing the fit. The stage of fits has 
not yet been reached, though some of 
the quacks would have us think other­ 
wise.

out some silk dress goods at one of the 
prominent retail shops in New York, 
which were accepted by the friend, 
and she was very much delighted at 
the change from domestic to foreign 
goods, as she thought. It happened that 
the husband of tho good lady who was 
making the present was a silk manu 
facturer, and on arrival at home, when 
the question had been settled, and the 
foreign goods selected, he examined 
them, and by a peculiar mark upon the 
goods which had been accepted, 
ho 
showed the ladies that the alleged for­ 
eign goods were made by bls own fac­ 
tory In this country. 
Such incidents as this Illustrate the 
difficulties attending the Introducing 
of American goods among a class of 
consumers who cling to the notion that 
a foreign label is a guaranty of sn 
perlor quality. It is not inappropriate 
in this connection to stute the fact 
that a large amount of the alleged 
foreign silks sold in the stores of 
prominent cities with foreign brands 
woven into the goods are made right 
here in this country nuder the opera* 
tions of the Dingley tariff. 


H a vs feed Am erican floods. 
There is bitter complaint among the 
manufacturers of woolen goods in Eng­ 
land that Americans have practically 
ceased to buy of them. Under tho Wil­ 
son low-duty tariff we purchased wool­ 
en manufactures in one year to the 
value of $49,162,992. 
With the freight 
and other charges added these goods 
cost the American consumers $60,000,- 
000, and the profit went into the pock­ 
ets of the foreign manufacturers. Un­ 
der the present tariff law we purchased 
but $13,831,967. 
Is it strange that the 
foregin manufacturers should grumble 
at the loss of this trade? 
We have used all the woolen goods 
we needed, we have found no fault 
with the quality, and the prices have 
not been unreasonable. The difference 
is that we have used American goods, 
made in American factories by Ameri­ 
can working men and women, and have 
kept our money in the American family 
Instead of paying to foreigners.—San­ 
dusky (Ohio) Register.

in this respect than others, but I have 
come to regard the practice'w ith sus­ 
picion. 
We now feed all ground feed 
dry, in a rather large trough, so it is 
compelled to eat it slowly. 
Thus the 
saliva in abundance is mixed with the 
feed, and this first step in digestion la 
helped. 
The calf should never be fed 
sour milk, 
especially 
when 
young. 
Clabber, dishwater and buttermilk are 
good for the pigs but they are linger­ 
ing death to the calf. It is a mistake 
to allow the calf to run with the cow. 
After it is a few weeks old it will al­ 
most worry the life out of the cow. For 
all ordinary purposes it never pays for 
this kind of raising. After weaning it 
is too dainty. 
There is nothing good 
enough for 
It to 
eat. 
It pines and 
frets, loses in condition and a t a year 
old is not much better than lf properly 
raised by feeding on skimmed 
milk. 
The calf that Is well raised by hand 
is always ready to eat anything that 
is good. 
There is no check 
in 
its 
growth from weaning. 
It is healthy, 
sleek and saucy, and every time you 
feed it you have the proof before your 
eyes that good calves can be raised by 
hand. 
In growing the calf, or 
any 
other young animal, for that matter, 
let us remember that every pound of 
growth represents so much food. There 
is no game of chance in any lino 
of 
stock feeding by which we may some­ 
times get something for nothing. 
In 
this all is even handed 
justice—so 
much growth for so much feed and care 
■but never so much growth for noth­ 
ing. 


through the axis. 
He takes a branch 
that is about the size of a m an’s finger, 
and works down it, feeding on the 
wood till he Is well-grown. 
Then he 
apparently reasons that he is about to 
change into a pupa and then into a 
beetle, In which state he will not have 
boring apparatus that would make it 
possible for him to escape from the 
wood. 
He therefore begins to cut off 
the limb in which he Is living, but cuts 
it just far enough so it is held by the 
bark till the first heavy wind. 
This 
bark not only holds the limb on the 
tree for a time, but keeps woodpeckers 
and other birds from finding him. 
Af­ 
ter making the cutting to the necessary 
extent the worm backs into the tunnel 
he has made and stops up the door 
with some of the wood dust he had 
made in the operation. 
Then he gets 
ready for the transformation that is to 
come, and goes to sleep. 
When he 
wakes up he is a beetle. The wind has 
blown off the limb, and 
the 
beetle 
merely scrapes away the 
wood dust 
that blocks his cavern and the way is 
open.

R aisin s Calves by Hand. 
I used to think, says a writer in Com 
mercial Gazette, that the only right 
way was to let the calf draw a part 
of the milk from the cow. But we now 
prefer to feed them entirely by hand 
even when trying to raise an extra 
good calf. The only advantages In let­ 
ting the cajf suck are that it gets the 
cream contained in the milk, it takes 
it in a natural manner, and at just the 
right temperature. Fed in this way they 
are not so apt to get scours as when 
fed by hand. 
But we cannot afford to 
feed butter fat which may be substi­ 
tuted, at first with oil meal Jelly, and 
later on with mill feed, corn meal, etc. 
If careful to give the milk at blood 
heat, and keep the 
stall clean 
and 
sweet, there will be little trouble from 
scours. Our method is about like this; 
For the first three or four days the 
calf is allowed to run with the cow. 
Nothing is equal to the first milk to 
start the stomach and bowels to work­ 
ing right, and the dairy writers tell 
us that this fosters 
the 
feeling 
of 
motherhood in the cow and tends to 
increase the flow of milk. 
It is then 
given its first lesson in feeding by plac­ 
ing the hand in the milk with tho fin­ 
gers turned upward in its mouth. In 
a few days it learns to eat without the 
fingers, and then it Is a light job to 
feed and care for it. 
At first it is fed 
new whole milk but by the time all 
fever is gone from the cow’s udder, It 
may be fed on skimmed milk. To this 
should be added some oil meal Jelly, 
made by dissolving about two table­ 
spoonfuls of oil meal in hot water. This 
may be gradually increased to half a 
pound of oil meal at a feed, but this is 
enough up to two months old. 
The 
calf should have access to grass or 
some fine, sweet hay, that it may early 
develop the first stomach and begin 
chewing its cud. 
At two months old 
it will eat quite freely of various foods, 
and should have all the mill feed, corn 
meal or ground oats it will lick up 
clean twice a day. 
By this time the oil meal may be 
left out, though it would be better to 
still feed a little of it. 
The greatest 
trouble with calves raised by hand is 
scours. 
This may come from various 
causes, but is generally brought on by 
sour milk, foul stalls or by feeding too 
much at one time and not enough at 
another. When first signs are noticed 
give an egg or two, beaten fine, in its 
milk. 
This will usually check it but 
If not a handful of wheat flour fed in 
the same way will be found good. The 
scours will easily be detected by the 
smell in the stall. It is almost useless 
to try to cure the calf and 
keep 
it 
healthy unless the stall is kept per­ 
fectly clean and dry. 


Berm uda Grans. 
We 
herewith 
illustrate 
Bermuda 
gras*, which is well-known by name to 
most of our readers. 
Farm ers’ Bulle­ 
tin 102, of the Department of Agri­ 
culture, says of it: 
Bermuda grass is 
to the South what Kentucky blue grass 
te to the North, and is the best hay and 
pasture gra^s for all soils that are not 
too wet. It is the most common grass 
in all of the Gulf states, and the vigor 
of its growth is very good indication 
of the quality of the soil on which it 
is found. 
Its leaves and stems are so 
fine and its creeping stems lie so close 
to the ground that it makes an excel­ 
lent lawn grass. 
Bermuda grass 
Is 
never injured by protracted drouth, 
and is unhurt by the most frequent 
grazings and cuttings. Its root stocks 
are so strong and wiry that it is the 
best of soil binders, and is used ex­ 
tensively for protecting levees and em­ 
bankments. 
It is one of 
the 
best 
grasses for grazing, and may well be 
used in the Gulf states as the founda­ 
tion for all permanent pastures. As a 
hay grass it is unexcelled. 
In favor­ 
able seasons it will give two cuttings, 
and on good soils its yield is from two 
to four tons of hay per acre. 
Bermuda grass is usually propagated 
by transplanting the roots. 
This may 
be done at almost any time except 
during the coldest winter months, and 
the work is not more expensive than 
the seeding of the ground in th* or­ 
dinary manner. Shave off sods an inch 
or two in thickness, cut them in piece* 
about an inch square and drop on the 
ground about two feet apart each way, 
stepping on each one and crowding it 
into the soft ground as fast as dropped. 
Being expensive and unreliable, seed 
is seldom used. 
When 
once 
established, 
Bermuda 
grass is difficult to eradicate, and this 
is occasionally an objection to its gen­ 
eral cultivation. 
The best method of 
destroying it is to plow the ground 
immediately after the hay is cut, leav­ 
ing it as rough as 
possible. 
Plow 
again in November and sow to oats, 
and when that crop is harvested plow 
again and sow quickly of cow peas, 
which will smother the few plant* 
that may have survived the oats, and 
will leave the land in fine condition for 
any future crop. 
Ton for ton, Ber­ 
muda grass has a feeding value fully

eggs in the course of a year. Nine eggs 
will average a pound. The frozen egg 
product is sold by weight.

large bakers and crackermakers in th* 
cities the frozen eggs are In demand.

On general p rin c i­ 
ples th e rem edy for m onopoly is not 
the lim ita tio n of in te rn a l com petition. 
G asoline is not a good m edium for fire 
e x tingu ishm ent. 
F ree tra d e is not the 
rem edy we are in search of, unless the 
people of the U nited S tates are p re ­ 
pared to e n te r upon an e x perim en t cer­ 
tain to o verth row o ur industries, but 
1 not certain to ‘sm ash th e tru sts.’ 
So I 
say, for th e present: 
“ ‘R a th e r bear those ills we have 
T h a n iiy to o th ers we know not of.’ ” 
T he certain effect of th e d estru ctio n 
of new com petition th ro u g h the 
re ­ 
m oval of protection, the only g u a ra n ty 
of u n re stricte d dom estic com petition, is 
convincingly pointed ou t by Dr. R ob­ 
inson. 
H e em phasizes the fact th a t 
com petition is the only m enace w hich 
th e tru s t h a s to fear, and th a t to de­ 
stroy th a t com petition would be 
to 
play into th e h a n d s of the tru sts. 
It 
would inevitably lead, first, to a s w e e p ­ 
ing reduction of A m erican w ages and 
of the A m erican sta n d a rd of living, 
and, second, to th e fo rm a tio n of the 
in te rn a tio n a l tru st 
a tru s t com posed 
of w age 
p ayers 
a g a in st 
w hom 
the 
wage e a rn e rs of A m erica would 
he 
pow erless in the absence of th e a d v a n ­ 
tage w hich they now possess by reason 
of th e protective tariff. 
T he facts as to tin p late—th a t, in 
practical operation, th e ostensible duty 
of l l/n cents a pound is 
reduced 
to 
ab o u t V2 a cent per pound, an d th a t 
while A m erican m ak ers w ere a d v a n c ­ 
ing th e price 77 ceuts a box th e W elsh 
m ak ers p u t up th eir price $1.45 a box 
—these and o th e r re le v a n t facts are 
cited by Dr. R obinson to show th a t th e 
A m erican tin plate tru s t has no t yet 
been convicted of th e crim e of a r b i­ 
tra rily a d v ancin g prices to a point not 
justified by the large increases th a t 
have tak en place in th e cost of m a te ­ 
rials, wages, etc., an d th a t in free- 
tra d e G reat B ritain th e adv an ce has 
been double th a t p u t in force in p ro­ 
tected A m erica. 
He also show s th a t, 
w hereas A m erican tin 
plate w o rkers 
have been g ran ted an ad vance of 25 
per cent over th e w ages they received 
u n d er th e W ilson law, th e tin plate 
w orkers of W ales have been com pelled 
to su b m it to a 10 per cent reduction 
of th e ir wages. 
T he concluding portion of Dr. R o bin ­ 
so n ’s article bristles w ith po ints well 
put. 
On th e question of tariff and 
w ages he says: 
“ T he question of th e effect of a p ro ­ 
tective tariff upon w ages has been in ­ 
jected into th is discussion so m ew h at 
g ratu ito u sly upon the p a rt of the e n e ­ 
m ies of protection; som ew h at un w ise­ 
ly, too, It m ust appear, for no one, I 
believe, claim s th a t a reduction

w ages h as yet been pu t in force by the 
tru sts. 
T he fact is th a t in the general 
advance of wages, estim ated a t 15 per

Perhaps the ablest and most com­ 
plete answer yet given to the Have- 
meyer free trade contention that “the 
customs tariff is the mother of trusts” 
Is that which is to be found In the 
paper 
contributed 
by Dr.* Samuel 
Adams Robinson to the proceedings of 
the Chicago trust conference of Sep­ 
tember, 1899. In the current issue of 
the American Economist this interest­ 
ing contribution is reproduced in full. 
It will be noticed that the paper sub­ 
mitted in behalf of the American policy 
of protection to American labor and 
industry is in no sense an apology for 
or a defense of that policy. Dr. Robin­ 
son would as soon think of apologiz­ 
ing for the Apostles’ Creed or the Ser­ 
mon on the Mount. He takes the of­ 
fensive, not the defensive—how effec­ 
tively a reading of his very forcible 
paper will show. 
The tone assumed by Dr. Robinson 
is indicated iii the title of his contribu­ 
tion, “Free Trade as a Trust Antidote. 
Believing as he does that free trade 
is to a country such as ours a calamity 
and a curse, the writer loses no time 
in defining his attitude of vigorous at­ 
tack upon that doctrine which scans 
so well as a theory and 
proves so 
atrociously 
destructive 
in 
practice. 
With a well-aimed shaft of irony he 
begins by puncturing the pretension 
that free traders are enemies of trusts, 
and he shows beyond question that it 
is not the trusts, but the protective 
tariff, that they wish to destroy. He 
says: 
“Assuming, however, for the purpose 
of this discussion, that the enemies of 
protection are also the enemies of 
trusts In equal sincerity, it ought to 
be plain to every unbiased mind that 
the remedy for trust oppression is not 
to be found in the death of domestic 
competition. At least we should not 
make a headlong rush for that remedy 
until we are sure that it is the right 
one. 
Rather let us be wise and pa­ 
tient and inform ourselves as to the 
precise character of the disease before 
attempting to diagnose and prescribe 
When we shall have done this it is 
not impossible that the trust antidote 
will be forthcoming in the shape of ef­ 
fective laws born, not of guesswork 
and dogmatism, but of knowledge 
gained from test and experience. 
“If experience has taught anything 
it has taught that in a country such as 
ours, with its limitless latent resources 
awaiting development, 
you 
cannot 
pluck the fruit of prosperity from the 
tree of free trade. 
It does not grow 
there. Do men gather grapes of thorns 
or figs of thistles? On general princi 
pies the remedy for monopoly is not 
the limitation of internal competition 
Gasoline is not a good medium for fire 
extinguishment. Free trade is not the 
remedy we are in search of, unless the 
people of the United States are pre­ 
pared to enter upon an experiment cer­ 
tain to overthrow our industries, hut 
I not certain to ‘smash the trusts.’ So I 
say, for the present: 
“ ‘Rather bear those ills we have 
Than fly to others we know not of.’ ” 
The certain effect of the destruction 
of new competition through the re­ 
moval of protection, the only guaranty 
of unrestricted domestic competition, is 
convincingly pointed out by Dr. Rob­ 
inson. 
He emphasizes the fact that 
competition is the only menace which 
tho trust has to fear, and that to de­ 
stroy that competition would he to 
play into the hands of the trusts. It 
would inevitably lead, first, to a sweep­ 
ing reduction of American wages and 
of the American standard of living, 
and, second, to the formation of the 
international trust—a trust composed 
of wage payers against whom the 
wage earners of America would he 
powerless in the absence of the advan­ 
tage which they now possess by reason 
of the protective tariff. 
The facts as to tin plate—that, in 
practical operation, the ostensible duty 
of 1% cents a pound is reduced to 
about Vt a cent per pound, and that 
while American makers were advanc­ 
ing the price 77 cents a box the Welsh 
makers put up their price 91-45 a box 
—these and other relevant facts are 
cited by Dr. Robinson to show that the 
American tin plate trust has not yet 
been convicted of the crime of arbi­ 
trarily advancing prices to a point not 
justified by the large increases that 
have taken place in the cost of mate­ 
rials, wages, etc., and that in free- 
trade Great Britain the advance has 
been double that put in force in pro­ 
tected America. 
He also shows that, 
whereas American tin plate workers 
have been granted an advance of 25 
per cent over the wages they received 
under the Wilson law, the tin plate 
workers of Wales have been compelled 
to submit to a IO per cent reduction 
of their wages. 
The concluding portion of Dr. Robin­ 
son’s article bristles with points well 
put. 
On the question of tariff and 
wages he says: 
“The question of the effect of a pro­ 
tective tariff upon wages has been in­ 
jected into this discussion somewhat 
gratuitously upon the part of the ene­ 
mies of protection; somewhat unwise­ 
ly, too, it must appear, for no one, I 
believe, claims that a reduction in 
wages has yet been put In force by the 
trusts. The fart is that in the general 
advance of wages, estimated at 15 per 
cent for the entire country, which has 
taken place in connection with the 
phenomenal prosperity following the 
restoration of the policy of protection 
to American wages and Industry, trust 
wage payers have thus far shown no 
disposition to shirk their share. So we 
must conclude that the free trade claim

that wages are not affected by tariffs 
is a proposition on general principles 
intended to discredit protection and not 
aimed at the trusts. Here again tho 
American free trader stands solitary 
and alone, a gloomy Napoleon on an 
economic St. Helena. His foreign fel­ 
lows long ago abandoned the conten­ 
tion. 
There is at present scarcely a 
shade of difference among European 
manufacturers as to tho true cause of 
their inability to compete with America 
in the world’s markets. With common 
accord they say it is the result of the 
high wages paid American working­ 
men, and that tho establishment and 
maintenance of the American standard 
of wages has been made possible only 
by the operation of the protect!v» prin­ 
ciple. The American wage earner has 
lately had an object lesson along the 
line of tariff and wages. 
The lesson 
lasted four years, and he'is not likely 
to forget it.” 
The case against free trade as an an­ 
tidote for trusts is pungently summed 
up as follows: 
“The free-trade advocate of the re­ 
moval of protection as a trust antidote 
finds himself upon the horns of a di­ 
lemma. Either we need protection to 
hold the home market against outside 
competition, or we do not need protec­ 
tion, and can get along equally well 
without 
it—better, our 
free 
trade 
friends tell us. lf we do not need pro­ 
tection, its removal would be valueless 
as a trust antidote. If we do need pro­ 
tection in order to maintain our hold 
upon a market with a consuming ca­ 
pacity estimated at nine billions year­ 
ly, then the removal of protection 
would work such havoc with our coun­ 
try’s prosperity as the gloomiest of 
pessimists would find it well nigh im­ 
possible to adequately foreshadow. 
I 
am not a pessimist. I am a protection­ 
ist, a very different thing now and al­ 
ways. Protectionists in the past have 
known how to confront a danger with 
a defense. 
They will know how to 
meet the trust question at the proper 
time and in the proper way. They have 
never failed in an emergency; they 
will not fail now. A remedy will be 
forthcoming whenever the pathological 
moment arrives. We all remember the 
practitioner who could cure but one 
disease, and who always threw the pa­ 
tient into a fit and then prescribed for 
the fit. History does not, however, re­ 
cord that he was invariably successful 
in curing the fit. The stage of fits has 
not yet been reached, though some of 
the quacks would have us think other­ 
wise. Their antidote is on old and a 
well-known one. 
It was tried in 1H92 
and we all know how it worked. 
Do 
we wunt any more of it? I thin’: not." 


Have lewd American flood*. 
There is bitter complaint among the 
manufacturers of woolen goods in Eng­ 
land that Americans have practically 
ceased to buy of them. Under tho Wil­ 
son low-duty tariff we purchased wool­ 
en manufactures in one year to the 
value of $49,162,992. With the freight 
and other charges added these goods 
cost the American consumers $60,000,- 
000, and the profit went into the pock­ 
ets of the foreign manufacturers. Un­ 
der the present tariff law we purchased 
but $13,831,967. Is it strange that the 
foregin manufacturers should grumble 
at the loss of this trade? 
We have used all the woolen goods 
we needed, we have found no fault 
with the quality, and the prices have 
not been unreasonable. The difference 
is that we have used American goods, 
made in American factories by Ameri­ 
can working men and women, and have 
kept our money in the American family 
instead of paying to foreigners.—San­ 
dusky (Ohio) Register.

and she was very much delighted at 
the change from domestic to foreign 
goods, as she thought. It happened that 
the husband of tho good lady who was 
making the present was a silk manu­ 
facturer, and on arrival at home, when 
the question had been settled, and tho 
foreign goods selected, he examined 
them, and by a peculiar mark upon the 
goods which had been accepted, 
he 
showed the ladies that the alleged for­ 
eign goods were made by his own fac 
tory in this country.
